WUkesbarre, Pa., Sept 24.—A reign of 
terror was felt la this portion of the 
strike country last night and this morn¬ 
ing. No sooner was one outbreak sup¬ 
pressed than another broke out. 

At Nanticoke the street cars were 
boarded by the mob In search of non¬ 
union men coming from or going to work. 
£ sheriff's posse and a crowd of strikers 
exchanged shots at Wanamie, after the 
latter had derailed a train of coal cars. 

At Plymouth a number of non-union 
men on their way home from No. 2 mine 
were held up and beaten so badly that 
they were left on the roadway for dead. 

Early this morning a Remand for more 
deputies was received from no less than 
ten places in Lucerne county, those ap¬ 
plying for aid saying that if help was not 
sent at once there would be loss of pro¬ 
perty and possible bloodshed. Sheriff 
Jacobs, after consultation with his at¬ 
torney, decided to take no more chances, 
but to appeal to the governor at! once. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock this morning the 
sheriff telegraphed Governor Stpns telling 
him the situation In the Wyoming region 
was beyond his control, and that in 
order to protect life and property troops 
would have to he sent here Immediately. 
The rorernor’s secretary replied that the 
matter would be laid before the former 
at one*. 

At Exeter this morning a mob of 500 
gathered In the vicinity of a washery 
and prevented the eroplorees from going 
to work. A deputy sheriff, named Bnrke, 
wa« knocked down by stones and severe¬ 
ly Injnred. 

Lsrtre crowds of men are *»thered 
around the washer!** and mines In oper¬ 
ation, and the situation is very threaten¬ 
ing.

London, Sept. 24.—The bondholders of 
the Cordova and Santa Fe (Argentina 
municipal roads) have appealed to the 
President of the Argentine Republic, 
through the British foreign office, to 
bring pressure to bear os the defaulting 
municipalities in order to compel them, 
for the sake of the national credit, to 
pay up the Interest doe on (he loan* now 
In arrers since 1801. The bondholders’ 
memorial has at least the tacit support 
of the Britiah government, as it was 
presented to the Argentine President 
through the British legation at Bueno* 
Ayres on September 11th. The memori¬ 
al signatories, who represent an aggre¬ 
gate capital of $120,000,000. Include the 
United States 6 South American In¬ 
vestment Co., and the United States De¬ 
benture Corporation. 


A meeting waa held in Labor hall last 
evening for the purpose of forming a 
waterfront federation to include boiler¬ 
makers, longshoremen, shipwrights and 
in abort every class of laborer who earns 
s livelihood along ths wharves. There 
was a good attendance of representatives 
of the different organisations and steps 
were taken towards drafting a constitu¬ 
tion. The union is to be known as the 
Waterfront Federation of the ports of 
Victoria and Esquimau, and according to 
a skeleton of its constitution it is “for 
the purpose of extending, strengthening 
*and perpetuating tbe organisation * of 
maritime workers of this tort; to im¬ 
prove their sorial and economic condi¬ 
tions; to resist the Imposition of kddi- 
tlonal burdens; to effect the just settle¬ 
ment of all questions between employers 
and employees; to engage in the nse of 
a strike or boycott only as a last reeort; 
t.. effect die federation of all maritime 
workers and to co-operate with nil local 
national and internatiotiol organisations. 

"Only delegates representing organ¬ 
isations whose members are directly em¬ 
ployed hi the construction of repair of 
docks and vessels, the handling and 
hauling of cargoes and the handling of 
vessels. steam or sail, shall be eligible 
to membership In the federation. 

“Any union intending to resort to a 
slrlke. shall Immediately nottfr the fed¬ 
eration. In writing. A meeting shall 
then xt once he convened, at which two- 
thirds of all delegates must be present. 
If-two-third* of aD delegates'present en¬ 
dorse the action of the union, the feder¬ 
ation shall give its full support to the 
union or unions affected. 

“In the event of a union refusing to 
csrrpr out the recommendstions of the 
federation the caae In question Khali be 
anbmltted directly to all affiliated unions, 
and shonld two-thirds of the unions affili¬ 
ated condemn the action of said unioh 
In not complying with the recommenda¬ 
tions of the federation, the. said union 
shall be suspended, and Jta detarnteq Tf 1 
fiifffld MisjftMrt’ ta•KStnitOrf tfe tad- 
mmffm. The federation mnV endorse s

’There is not the slightest founda¬ 
tion for the articles In the Colonist. In 
conversation with friends at Revelstohe, 
after having passed through the Bound¬ 
ary and Slocan mining districts, where 
I ascertained the views ef leading min* 
owners and business men generally on 
the lead-silver question, I pointed out 
thp difficulty that I had in coming to a 
conclusion from the fact that those best 
informed as to the cause* of the pre¬ 
vailing depression were not unanimous 
in regard to the remedy to be applied.

One 
prominent mining man, Mr. Croasdatte, 
until recently prominently connected 
witji the management of the Hall mines 
smelter, suggested that a bounty be paid 
for the miniug of lead, in addition to th* 
present bounty of five dollars per ton 
paid by the Dominion government for - 
the refining -of lead in Canada. Several 
equally prominent ond well-informed 
mine operators In the Slocan district— 
the men who own the mines and prodne* 
the lead-stiver ore—were equally out¬ 
spoken against any Increase of the duties 
on lead And lead products, ai advocated 
by others, and suggested instead that the 
duties on the articles that they had to 
purchase for use in their mines should 
be lowered. These dlvefse views sniff 
men who have for years been studying 
the question, and whose entire interests 
lie in the great lead-silver producing dis¬ 
trict, were referred to by me. In a pri- 
vate*conversation, as au evidence of ths 
difficulties that n politician, whether 
Dominion or provincial, has to fee*- ha 
an honest effort to arrive at a Notation 
of the problems now tconfronting us. 

"That is all that was said by aae on 
the question. Naturally I nm a little* 
sensitive on this point. It ts not fair 
to misrepresent my utterances, and It. 
cannot benefit anybody, much less ths

DF8TITUTE REFUGEES. 


Number of Roumanians Are Stranded in 
Switzerland—The Persecution 

• of Jews. 

Loudon, 8ept. 28.—In * dispatch from 
Geneva the correspondent of tbe Daily 
Chronicle suys great Indignation has been 
aroused at Bnslg. Switzerland, by the ar¬ 
rival there of hundreds of Roumanian re¬ 
fugee*, who have come in the hope of 
finding refuge in England or the United 
States. Most of them arS utterly desti¬ 
tute. and liars no 'means of •proceeding 
further on their Jorucny. 

The Swiss authorities will not allow 
the refugees to settle in Switzerland, be¬ 
cause they are destitute. Some are in a 
terrible condition, and a visiting doctor 
found a starving mother holding a na¬ 
ked baby to her .breast. 

Referring editorially to this dispatch 
from its Geneva correspondent, the 
Chronicle mentions tbe contention'** M. 
Sturdsa, premier of Roumania, that the 
rapid increase of the Jewish population 
is a danger to that country and aays; 
“The answer 1* obvious. If the increase 
is doe to immigration. Roumania shonld 
legislate against tbe Jews as the United 
States docs against pauper aliens; but If 
the increase is in natural-born Rouman¬ 
ian subjects, Roumania ha* no right td 
drive the poor creatures In a starring 
condition into neighboring territorv.”

THE NEW YORK MURDER. 

Man Taken Into Custody Hot Mode s' 
Confession. 

Derby, Conn., Sept. 22.—William 
Hooper Young, for whom the police of 
New York have been searching In con¬ 
nection with the murder of Mrs. Anna 
Nelson PuHtzer, has been found and ia 
Algo said to have made a confession re¬ 
garding the killing of Mrs. Puiltaer. 

In the guise of a tramp he had been 
wandering about the country for several 
days and was arrested last evening by 
the Derby police on suspicion. Although 
tim description corresponded closely with 
that sent out by the New York officers 
the prisoner at first stoutly doftfed any 
connection with the murder, sad even 
when be was confronted with a man who 
was formerly a fellow workman he still 
denied hia identity. But'this/ evening, 
upon the arrival of a man with whom ho 
was intimately acquainted, the prisoner 
acknowledged that he ia William Hooper 
Young. He consented to go back to New 
York without the formality of requisi¬ 
tion papers and will be taken there prob¬ 
ably to-morrow morning. 

It was to MaLery, a physical culture 
instructor of Brooklyn, and Detective 
Sergcnnt^Sdward Hughes, of New York, 
that the prisoner admitted hia Identity. 
Dnrlng the Interview with the officers 
which followed Young’s admission of his 
Identity, he is said to havq made a con¬ 
fession regarding the crime. The exact 
nature of thia confession was not made 
public to-night It was said that Young 
had spoken of on accomplice, but one of 
the officers, when questioned about this, 
replied: Tf you say simply that a erffi- 
fesaion has been made you krti! tell.the 
whole story.”

came the information that Young did say 
that hf had an accomplice. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock the officers 
withdrew from the prisoner’s cell and 
left him for the night, the announcement 
being made that the man would not be 
taken to New York until to-morrow even¬

He Underwent Operation Yestftday For 
Removal of Abscess on His Leg. 

Indianapolis. Ind., Sept. 28.—Aa a. re- 
anlt of the trolly accidaot at Pittsfield, 
Mass., the President received several 
bruises. One of these on the left leg 
between the knee and ankle, has develop¬ 
ed Into n small abscess. The President 
is entirely well otherwise and has con¬ 
tinued to .meet the several engagements 
of his Itinerary, but in view of the con¬ 
tinuance of caution. Doctors Oliver 
and Cook, of Indianapolis, were ra- 
o nested to meet Dr. Lang, the Presi¬ 
dent’s surgeon, at Indianapolis.

In the opin¬ 
ion of the doctors, the trouble necessi¬ 
tated an operation.

The foregoing quotations, the utteran¬ 
ces of an experienced British official, 
r epr es e n ts the real opinion of the Brit¬ 
ish foreign office on the subject of the ne¬ 
gotiations between the United States 
mad Europe. 

The Associated Press is able to say 
that Great Britain's backing up of the 
United States in the Roumanian mat¬ 
ter has only produced evidence that the 
signatories of the Berlin treaty refuse 
to take other than merely sentimental 
action towards alleviating the persecu¬ 
tion of the Jews, the exchange or views 
regarding the United States note solicited 
bj Great Britain has progressed suffici¬ 
ently to convince the foreign office here 
that nothing material is likely to result. 

Joseph H. Choate, the United States 
ambassador to Great Britain, has brok¬ 
en up his holiday in Scotland and return¬ 
ed to London to-day. He is likely to 
spend the neyt few days in dealing with 
the Roumanian matter. The hopeless¬ 
ness prevailing by the British foreign 
office of effecting s change of heart on 
tie part of the Roumanian government 
will not be allowed, however, to Inter¬ 
fere with the external course of the ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Germany Not Concerned. 

Cologne, Sept. 23 —The Koelnlsche

Kingston, Jamaica, Kept. 23.—The 
British steamer AuttUan, which has just 
reached here from Colon, Colombia, 
brings a report that the situation on*the 
Isthmus waa extremely critical when 
she left there last Sunday. The rebels 
at that time were reported to be mass¬ 
ed near the railroad, between Colon and 
Panama, and the government wss send¬ 
ing troops from Panama to Ague Dulce, 
to cat off the rebels' retreat, should they 
be beaten on the Isthmus.

After a cruise of thousands of miles 
in an almost fruitless endeavor In search 
of arala the schooner Saucy Lass, Capt 
Gil lion, dropped anchor in James Bay at 
4 (/Hock yesterday afternoon. No soon¬ 
er had she arrived than anxious friends 
of tbs Baker boys, who disappeared from 
the Geneva on the Copper island coast, 
veer# on hand to make inquiries regard¬ 
ing the missing men. The Saucy Lass, 
being the second last of the sealing fleet 
to reach home from the Asiatic coast, 
was expected to have some tidings of the 
lost one*, but In thi* the expectant were 
disappointed. Her crew Jiad heard noth¬ 
ing of the accident until-arriving home. 

The Saucy l*ass has been one of the 
moat unfortunate'schooners of the fleet, 
notwithstanding the fact that she is,an# 
of the last home. Her total catch ob¬ 
tained since the 8th of January last only 
-amounts to 79 skins, and this represents 
her work on this coast as well as that on 
the pnp grounds and on the coast of 
Copper Island. She only secured 40 odd 
pelts on this coast, while not more than 
half a dozen were taken on the pup 
grounds, whither she's*iled after re- 
provisioning at Bamfield creek on the 
completion of her cruise along this coast, j 
The Vest her throughout the greater part 
of her voyage was very unfavorable for 
sealing operations, and seals were scarce 
everywhere she went. 

The Dora Slewerd. the only other vea- 
eel of the Copper Wand #»t atlH not, 
wax spoken before the Saucy Lass start¬ 
ed for home. It waa on the 18th of last 
month, find she had a catch of 200 ikina, 
which * also a ver/ small *ateh The 
Dora fiiewerd was then on the Copper 
island coast, and had Intended remaining 
there for a short time In thO Rupee of In¬ 
creasing her catch. 

On the way home the Saucy Lara call¬ 
ed at Ata for water, and waa 83 days 
coming from there to port, the weather 
having been very stormy daring the most 
of the passage. The vessel carries a crew 
of 18 men. of whom four were Jape.- ship¬ 
ped at Bamfield Creek. There had been 
f«ome apprehension feH over the schooner, 
but there appear* to have been no just 
cause for any uneasiness.

HERBERT CARMICHAEL 

is Making survey 


ProvtoeJgl Government Will Issue Bulletin 
Upon Result of His Rssstrcbes for 
General Distribution. 


Herbert Carmichael, provincial a«- 
sayer, has returned from the West 
Coast after a month’s trip in search of 
inm showings. The Intention is to iasue 
a bulletin concerning the reaults of hia 
explorations, add to have this issued for 
general distribution. This is n matter 
upon which, n Joint committee of the 
Victoria Board of Trade and the 
Votetif League hove made representa¬ 
tions to the government, and the inten¬ 
tion ia to attract by tbe issuing of such 
informstion attention to the rich de- 
poaits of 4iron ore to be found on Van- 


fore been issued by the government, but 
never upon any one branch, as the furth¬ 
coming publication will be. Albernl and 
a few other mining sections have been 
set forth in bulletins previously, but this 
upon the iron industry is the first of Its 
kind. 

Tho provincial assayer visited the vari¬ 
ous places where development work has 
boon murripd on abont Hesquiot. Ciayo- 
quot and Barkley Sounds and the Al- 
Jierni canal. To visit these be had to 
resort to the use of the boat and the 
canoe, and for very considerable dis¬ 
tances he had to make the trip on foot. 
At many points he fourd most encourag¬ 
ing indications. At one place iron was 
traced by parallel trenches for over 1,200 
feet. 

Neat Maggie lake, north of Barkley 
Hound, no encountered a mnrvellous 
magnetic attraction. It was the moat 
powerful he has over seen. At a distance 
of »evei?tl hundred yards the compass 
needle would point in the direction while 
a circle was made about it. Closer in 
the dip ne?dle, at a slight inclination, 
indicated the spot of attraction, which 
was located within a square of only a 
fear feet' to the side. It lies in a tim¬ 
bered section, no rock being near, and 
the indications are that the source of 
the magnetic attraction is not very deep 
in the earth. Whether it is due to the 
presence of magnetite which is excep¬ 
tionally strongly magnotixed. or arises 
from a buried meteorite, it is not pos¬ 
sible to say. 

A story is given that is represented as 
nn Indian legend that would indicate 
that probably a meteorite had buried It¬ 
self there. It Is to the effect that the 
white men were to be frightened away 
from the region, and that fire from 
Thunder was 'sent. The story may he 
the invention of some imaginative mind, 
and it is doubted whether it belongs to 
the Indian legends. A company ore now 
working there, and will dig down and 
seek to kscertaln the cause of the at¬ 
traction. 

A trip will he made to Port Renfrew 
and Han Jain, and thence up the East 
Coast to qamplete n very exhaustive ex¬ 
ploration of the Island.
